Money Markel More Ensy—&olleg.
tHons Unuwually sSatisfactory —
Iron Advanced One Dollar—out.
look More Encouraging.

New Youk, Qetober 26,—K, G, Lo &
Co’s review of traile for the week snvs:

The money market hus become moye
casy with prospects that o serious dis-
turbanee this senson is wa longer 1o be
apprehended. The banks are running
with narrow reserves, and urtificin] strin-
geney may at any time he engineered.
but the movement of crops has heen
heavy. In the mitural course of events,
the return of money to this centre shouli
soon begin, and the possibility of a for-
eign drain seems more remote, The bank
of England gained lnst week $1 270,000,
anil the bank of Franee $240,000in gold.
There ig a little more stringency nt -
itha, less at Clevelund, and active de-
mand with conservative tome at Chicago,
But otherwise the murkets west and
south all veport supplies adeguate for
legritimate needs.

Philadelping fimils money hard 1o get,
Tt commervial paper moves at 6 to 71,
in faie smount; and at Boston more o
per fx offering at 5 to 5 per eent md up-
wards, with manufactining  loans at
BV o by per cent.

We agree heartily with the opinion of
the Superintendent of Pulilic Instruction
f1% to the character of the State Common
Schools. Tt is impossible that there shall
be necded efficiency and satisfactory re-
sults with short terms for sehooling” and
i low gradeol teachers.  You must winke
the terma for each yeor fully six months
—eight months will be better—and so

elevate the standard of tenchers that

ignorant, incapable persons can not olb-
tain certifientes. To do this, vou must
have more money. North Ciroling s
athundantly able to appropriate at pres-
et $300,000 more than it does for the
education of its children,  This would in-
creane the term and pay higher salnries
to the teachers. In this way a longer
term and greater thoroughness in teach-
ing wnul:ﬁ: secured, Let us have an
educational revival in North Carolina,
The schools run by public taxation must
be made better, ]‘; we feel it o duty to
edueate the children ol the State, then in
the name of common sense let us’ educate
them.

Wasnxeron, October 25.—Now that
the sinking fund requirements for the
present hiscal vear have been fully met by
the purchase of bonds to date,” the sple
purpese of fmture hond  purchases will e
10 prevent so far ns possible any undue
incrense in the trensury surplus. The
regent ufferings of honds have heen un-
usunlly beavy, aml the aceepronces dur-
ing the past two days amount to about
KLOMD,000.  The continned exeess of
receipts over expenditures has, however,
prevented any materinl reduction of the
surplus,  According to the trensurer's
statement  issned  to-dry this  now
amounts to $46,345,000. The receipts
#o far thiv month aggregate nearly $27 .-
000,000, and expenditures nearly $17.-
000000, making a net gain $10,000,000
for the month.
